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Friends have made available to us a 
copy of the Parkersburg (W. Va.) News 
of June 27. In part this paper reports: 

“Berea probably suffered a greater loss 
than any other community in the hills and 
valleys of Ritchie County, since 6 lives 
were lost when 13 houses were swept from 
their foundations, but ‘according to reports 
from that vicinity’ courage of the first 
order has been apparent there since early 
Sunday morning. 

“Few persons outside the town of 200 
persons realize the plight of the residents, 
but A. G. Fleming, Parkersburg News rep- 
resentative, declared last night after mak- 
ing his tour through the flooded areas that 
the attitude of the town . . . was ‘unbe- 
lievable.’ 


“Berea is almost entirely populated by 
members of the Seventh Day Baptist 
Church there, and the doctrine of the 
Church calls for a community spirit un- 
rivaled by any such denomination in this 
section, Fleming explained. Each year the 


. residents combine their gardening efforts 


to provide common food for all, observers 
said. 

“Many outsiders visiting the wrecked 
town yesterday noted that only a conse- 
crated community could ‘pull out of the 
dilemma in such manner.’ ” 

The Plainfield (N. J.) Courier-News of 
June 26 in reporting Berea’s plight, stated 
that according to Postmaster Ray Bonnell 
the toll of lives “might have been higher 
except for the Paul Revere actions of two 
of the town’s young men who dashed 
through the community knocking on doors 


to warn residents.” 


Concerning our people of the Middle 
Island Church, Pastor John Randolph 


writes: “Varnum Lowther, wife, and son 


and family ... made a difficult exit from 
their home. Varnum died last Sabbath 
(July 1) .... He has been in poor 


health for a long time.” 

Writing under date of June 29, Rev. 
Loyal F. Hurley, pastor of the Salem 
Church, says: 

“This has been a tragic week for us in 
West Virginia. We have seen devastation 
that seems scarcely possible. Smithburg 
lost around 33 by drowning, and Berea 6. 
Berea lost 12 homes out of a total of 21 
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— only 9 left standing. The destruction 
was indescribable in all three places, and 
in others, no doubt, which we did not see. 
A few bodies are not yet discovered — 
some may never be.” 

The Milton and Milton Junction (Wis.) 
Courier of June 29 reported: 


“Following the Sabbath morning wor- 
ship in the Church this week (July 1) a 
‘meal of sharing’ will be served in the 
Church dining room under the co-chair- 
manship of Professor and Mrs. William 
Burdick and Professor and Mrs. Leland 
Skaggs. Additional members of the com- 
mittee are Professor and Mrs. O. T. Bab- 
cock and Mr. and Mrs. Ivan Fitz Ran- 
dolph. Proceeds from the offering to be 
taken at the meal will go to an emergency 
relief fund for the people of Berea, W. Va., 
stricken last weekend by a devastating 


flash flood. 


“Rev. John Fitz Randolph, formerly 
pastor of the Milton Junction Seventh Day 
Baptist Church and now serving the Berea 
Church will be presented with the money 
from the Milton people and will be asked 
to administer the fund as he sees the need.” 


Quite a number of north central West 
Virginia towns and communities were hard 
hit by the flash floods. Berea and Middle 
Island are but samples. As far as we 
have heard, no others of our people lost 
their lives. Property damage and loss, 
however, was very heavy. 


As Sabbath Recorder readers will notice 
in Pastor Randolph’s letter to Secretary 
Clarke, “Help in the form of clothing, 
furniture, and food, as well as money, is 
coming into Berea from the Red Cross 
and other organizations and individuals. 
As to the greatest need among our own 
people, in either place, it is the need of 
restoring the Middle Island Church.” 


Pastor Randolph concludes his letter of 
July 7 to us by saying, “We appreciate 
all the expressions of interest and sym- 
pathy for the afflicted. It shows that there 
is a warm spot in everyone’s heart when 
you find it.”

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THE LARGER TASK — STEWARDSHIP 


Sometimes the budget committee may 
gives the impression that its chief interest 
is to encourage the Churches to raise the 
budget in full this year. But, if this is 
the idea people are getting, it is an in- 
complete one. As a committee, our job 
and purpose are much more than this. 

The most important task of all is to 
encourage those practices of regular giving 
that shall undergird our own spiritual lives 
as a people and at the same time stabilize 
our denominational work year after year. 
And this is the result of sound stewardship 
education. It will surely comé about 
through helping our people to understand 
that conversion and dedication of one’s 
life to the Lord should be expressed not 
only in baptism and joining the Church but 
also in systematic giving. Our pocketbook 
must be baptized along with all our being. 
Even boys and girls should know the joy 
of sharing in the Lord’s work as it reaches 
to all the world. 

Tithing may well be the way to give sys- 
tematically, if it is done voluntarily. We 
tithe as we keep the seventh-day Sabbath, 
for love’s sake and not for fear. Yet, 
should we do less for the love of Christ 
than some others do for fear of the law? 
What a shame that this should be true 
of Seventh Day Baptists, who love their 
freedom but often misuse it! 

Beyond tithing is the regarding of all 
our income as a trust fund, to be admin- 
istered carefully and faithfully. To see it 
this way requires a bit of concentrated 
stewardship education. The earth is truly 
the Lord’s and we are only His stewards, 
and “of a steward it is required that a 
man shall be found faithful.” 

How seriously have we tried to make 
all our people conscious of our total stew- 
ardship of time and talent? How many 
Churches teach their young people to give 
regularly, supplying the weekly envelopes 
for their pennies, nickels, and dimes? How 
many camping programs think enough of 
grounding our youth in this important 
matter to include a course in stewardship 
in the program? Yet it surely is as im- 
portant to our continued corporate and 
spiritual life as Sabbathkeeping. 

We might profitably observe what other 
denominations are doing in this matter of 
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stewardship education. Lutherans hay 
invested $62,000 to produce a film ej} 
titled “And Now I See.” Finding that | 
was very successful in waking up the} 
people to the claims of stewardship thef 
invested $72,000 to produce another file} 
“Salt of the Earth.” Presbyterians hay 
been urging their local finance committe} 
to show these two films in all thef 
Churches for they recognize that the

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OUR CHINA MISSION 


What does God have in mind for a 
period beginning about April 25, 1950, 
for a couple named George and Helen 
Thorngate? Not even the Thorngates 
know, but the eight-month period follow- 
ing April 25 (when they left China) is in- 
tended as a furlough in the United States 
with return to Shanghai expected when, 
as, and if the door opens. 


Dr. George Thorngate and his wife 
Helen arrived in Hoboken, N. J., early 
June 28 aboard the SS Nieuw Amsterdam 
after having visited Seventh Day Baptist 
friends in Holland and England and medi- 
cal institutions there and in Denmark. 
They were unable to visit our German 
Seventh Day Baptists because of limited 


time. 3 


The China missionaries were greeted 
by three of their sons, the fourth not being 
able to get away from his medical school 
work in Cleveland. Briar, David, and 
Philip went through the pier gates and 
saw their parents soon after 8 am. An 
eager group from Plainfield and Westerly 
waited on the pier to welcome home a 
couple whose name has, for this genera- 
tion, become the symbol of American shar- 
ing in both medical and general Seventh 
Day Baptist missions in China.

The Thorngate grandparents were given 
a special homecoming gift — Briar and 
Helen Thorngate, IV, announced the birth _ 
of a third daughter, June 23. The Thorn- 
gate family, after leaving David at Newark 
Airport to catch a plane and having dinner 
with friends at the Stillman-Hubbard home 
in Plainfield, drove to upstate New York 
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to see the new arrival in Buffalo and to be 
with the Shaw relatives in Alfred. 


Sidelights 

There are some sidelights on the arrival 
of the Thorngates to be heard now. First, 
Dr. Thorngate informs us that money will 
still be getting through to our Chinese 
workers. That is a source of joy for all 
of us that we can continue to share in the 
obligations of Christian work for which 
our Chinese friends labor. As said by a 
very recent bulletin from other American 
missionaries in China, “It would be a ter- 
rible mistake for the older Churches 
(American and European) to give the im- 
pression that although they have been so 
vitally concerned with the missionary en- 
terprise, they have comparatively little in- 
terest or willingness to contribute to the 
Chinese Church as such.” 

Second, the staffs at Liuho and Shang- 
hai are in somewhat discouraged spirits — 
naturally enough — but are carrying on 
with a will to serve and with some doors 
of opportunity which have opened recently. 
The Christian way is not being ignored by 
eager investigators into alternative pat- 
terns for China’s “independence, democ- 
racy, peace, unification, and prosperity.” 
Our workers are seeing to it that the 
“Jesus-way” is given a hearing. The work 
in China demands our continued seeking 
the will and power of God for its leaders 
and members as well as for our own. 


Third, recent reports from China indi- 
cate that about 1,944 missionaries remain 
in China, 757 with China Inland Mission 
and associated work, and 1,187 with 64 
different boards or associations sponsored 
by Europeans and Americans. This means 
that a considerable force of ambassadors 
of good will remain within the now polit- 
ically isolated country. As-said by an 
Associated Press foreign affairs analyst, 
“Last to suffer from Communist exclusion, 
it is believed, will be the medical mission- 
aries, for China is desperately in need of 
medical help.” The return of the Thorn- 
gates and others to China is not hopeless. 

The Thorngates look well. We hope 
they are. We know they have an im- 
portant and well-thought-out story to tell 
the board on July 23, and to our American 
‘Churches. May God open our minds to

Through the years women have prayed 
and earnestly sought to bring to reality 
this prayer, “Thy will ... on earth.” In 
the early nineteenth century “destined to 
be known as the Women’s Century,” 
women in a number of denominations 
were organizing for service in local 
Churches and later in national and inter- 
denominational Church organizations. 

The United Council of Church Women 
was organized in 1941 by the coming to- 
gether of three organizations — the Coun- 
cil of Women for Home Missions, the 
Committee on Woman’s Work of the 
Foreign Missions Conference, and the Na- 
tional Council of Church Women. Today 
there are more than 1,600 local councils 
in the United States and Hawaii. Grad- 
ually the emphasis has been changed from 
the “things that separate us” to the “things 
that unite us,” and through the World 
Day of Prayer the women of America are 
linked with women in 90 countries around 
the world. 


Now in the year 1950, the United Coun- 
cil of Church Women is to become the 
General Department of United Church 
Women of the National Council of 
Churches of Christ in the U.S.A. Such a 
National Council will make possible a 
more unified approach to communions and 
councils, touching the lives of men and 
women in communities, enabling them to 
give expression to the Protestant voice of 
America. But the pattern of work will 
not be markedly different. The work of 
councils of Church women, both local and 
state, will proceed as before and an Assem- 
bly of United Church Women will be held 


biennially as now. 


At the Fifth National Assembly in Cin- 
cinnati, November 13-16, 1950, ten million 
women will be represented by the dele- 
gates present. A million women who have 
heard the call to “stand and be counted” 
will have their names on the Ecumenical 
Register of United Church Women and 
through their interest, prayer, and gifts 
will have dedicated themselves to greater 
unity, to increased effectiveness of the
